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MARC  Issues  for  Government  Documents 

An  ALA/GODORT  Preconference  Workshop 

ALA/GODORT  will  sponsor  a  preconference  workshop  entitled  "MARC  Issues  for 
Government  Documents"  at  the  1990  ALA  Annual  Meeting  in  Chicago.  The  workshop 
will  be  held  from  8:00  to  4:30  on  Thursday,  June  21,  1990.  Deborah  J.  Byrne,  Media 
Services  Director,  Southeast  Metropolitan  Board  of  Cooperative  Services,  will  be  the 
featured  speaker. 

The  preliminary  agenda  for  the  program  includes  1)  Sources  for  MARC  GovDocs 
Records,  2)  MARC  Tape  Specifications,  3)  MARC  Tape  "Cleanup  &  Processing,"  4) 
Using  MARC  Records  for  Products  &  Online  Systems,  5)  What  is  a  "MARC"  Record 
Anyway?  6)  MARC  Fields  of  Interest  to  GovDocs  Users,  and  7)  Special  Problems  in 
Using  GovDocs  Databases.  The  final  agenda  for  the  meeting  will  not  be  determined 
until  after  all  registration  forms  have  been  received  and  analyzed  for  specific  areas  of 
interest. 

This  will  be  the  first  workshop  of  its  kind  and  GODORT  is  very  fortunate  to  have 
Deborah  Byrne  as  the  speaker.  Deborah's  hst  of  credits  includes  the  development  of  a 
workshop  entitled  "Demystifying  the  MARC  Format"  which  served  as  the  basis  for 
similar  workshops  throughout  the  country.  Additionally,  she  has  developed  and 
presented  workshops  on  "MARC  Tape  Processing,"  "Barcodes  and  Barcoding  Projects," 
"Automated  Authority  Control,"  and  "Specifications  and  Communication."  Her  latest 
accomplishment  is  a  book  on  MARC  databases  to  be  published  later  this  year  by 
Libraries  Unlimited. 

This  promises  to  be  both  a  very  enlightening  and  popular  presentation.  The  cost  of  the 
workshop  will  be  $50.00  and  registration  will  be  limited  to  50  people.
